Come Join us on Wednesday, July 5'". as local Fusion FM expert Chris Petersen, 
K9EQ, answer the question “So, Why Digital?” Chris will give an overview of Yaesu 
System Fusion, which is the “fusion” of FM and digital. He’ll discuss Fusion’s performance 
(better than FM) and many things it allows a Ham to do. Examples will be given of how it 
can be used while hiking or adventuring with others, communications for special events 
and emergency responses, networking of repeaters and stations and why it is more 
reliable and robust, sending messages, taking pictures. And having more fun! 

Chris will discuss the new capabilities of the PARC 147.075 Fusion repeater and provide a 
demonstration. Bring your Fusion radio and Chris will help you set it up and demonstrate 
Fusion’s capabilities with it. He will be happy to answer any questions you may have. 
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while listening to a Knight Kit Star Romer radio. He proceeded rapidly to a Technician 
license and FM, repeaters, remote bases, and remotely controlled radio equipment of 
various sorts. Chris enjoys the technical side of Amateur Radio and was an early adopter 
of digital technologies (HF, D-Star, Fusion). He is a co-founder of the Bakken Amateur 
Radio Society, the MNWis Fusion network (HamOperator.com), and the Fusion Technical 
Net (Monday, 5:30 PM). He operated the first Fusion digital repeater that was connected 
to the WiRES-X network. While enjoying the technical side, Chris’ message is, “It’s about 
the people!” 

As a System Fusion Specialist, Chris does presentations on System Fusion and may 
represent Yaesu at various shows (he is NOT an employee of Yaesu). You can read more 
of his many interests and accomplishments on his QRZ.com page.

Step 0: Check your calendar (and the family calendar!) - to make sure you are available 8am- 
7pm. 


Seating is limited and classes have filled two weeks before the class date. 

We can not accept "walk-ins”. 

Registration: Advance Registration is Required. 

As always, if you or anyone in your household has flu-like symptoms, please reschedule to a 
future class so that you do not share germs with thirty classmates. 

Covid Mitigation: Hopefully for this class Covid and flu will continue to be a fading memory. 
However, if conditions change, we will follow State, County and Host guidance for face coverings. 


Age limit: None (contact us for teen and pre-teen hints and tips) 

Eligibility: Anyone properly following emailed registration instructions and Covid mitigation is 
eligible. 

The FCC is now charging a $35 license application fee. After you pass the test, they'll send you 
an email on how to pay. 

The examination should be free of charge. (Some examiners require a small fee ($5-10). If 
needed, details will be given later.) 

Costs: The class is FREE of charge (no fee). 


Location: Escondido area (address and details provided later to those registered (see below)) 


This includes short hourly breaks and a 45-60 minute lunch break. 

Times: From 8:30 AM (sharp) to at most 7:00 PM for both the class and exam. (Plan to arrive 
about 08:15 AM.) 

Previous knowledge about radio or electricity is not required to take the class or pass the exam. 
However, we strongly recommend a little study in advance of class. History has shown that a few 
hours of study and practice tests before attending dramatically improved most people's ability to 
pass the exam. 

This is an entry-level (Technician) class for beginners, immediately followed by the license 
examination. Those who pass the end-of-the-day exam will receive a radio license and call sign 
from the FCC which entitles them to transmit primarily on VHF and UHF Amateur Radio 
frequencies (range of about 50 miles over land), with some HF frequency privileges. 

The Amateur Radio Service (Ham Radio) has practical applications from providing emergency 
communications and supporting civic events to education and recreation.

ARRL Advocates for Radio Amateurs as FCC 
Proposes Changes to 60-Meter Band

The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) is seeking comments about changing the 
secondary allocation available to radio amateurs on 60 meters. The FCC issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) on April 21, 2023, that deals with the band. In a prior 
petition, ARRL The National Association for Amateur Radio® urged protecting the existing 
use of the band by amateurs when adding a new allocation adopted internationally. 


Currently, radio amateurs in the US have access to five discrete channels on a secondary 
basis: 5332 kHz, 5348 kHz, 5358.5 kHz, 5373 kHz, and 5405 kHz. Users of these channels 
are limited to an effective radiated power (ERP) of 100 W PEP. 
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ERP). This allocation was adopted at the 2015 World Radiocommunication Conference 
(WRC-15). 


The federal government is the primary user of the 5 MHz spectrum. The government's 
manager of spectrum use, the National Telecommunications and Information Administration 
(NTIA), has expressed support for implementing the allocation as adopted at WRC-15. 
Doing so would result in amateurs losing access to four of the five discrete channels, and 
power limits would be reduced from 100 W ERP to 9.15 W ERP. However, it would provide 
access to a new contiguous 15 kHz band that includes one of the current five channels. 


In 2017, to keep the four 60-meter channels that fall outside 
the new band, as well as the current operating rules, including the 100 W PEP ERP limit. 


The ARRL petition stated, "Such implementation will allow radio amateurs engaged in 
emergency and disaster relief communications, and especially those between the United 
States and the Caribbean basin, to more reliably, more flexibly, and more capably conduct 

those communications." 


ARRL said that years of amateur radio experience using the five discrete channels have 
shown that amateurs can coexist with primary users at 5 MHz while complying with the 
regulations established for their use. The petition also stated, "Neither ARRL, nor, 
apparently, NTIA, is aware of a single reported instance of interference to a federal user by 
a radio amateur operating at 5 MHz to date." 


In , the FCC recognizes that Canada has already adopted 60-meter allocations 
and related rules that align with those proposed by ARRL. The Commission wrote, "Finally, 
we note that Canada has essentially implemented the same rules as ARRL has requested." 


The FCC proposed to allocate the 15 kHz bandwidth, but stopped short of making a 
proposal on whether the existing channels should remain allocated to amateur radio and 
what the power limitations should be. They requested comments on their proposal and the 
related channel and power issues. 


Comments will be due 60 days after the NPRM is published in the Federal Register, which 
is expected within the next two weeks.
